Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner gave clarification as to element 17b defining a 
circumferentially extending notch having a distal portion which projects rearward and outward/protrudes from the body 
1 1 and a rearward edge extending rearward of a forward/proximal end of notch 17b (figure 1 as required by Claim 78). 
Proposed claim amendments included the notch being disposed at an angle other than perendicular (Claim 78). 
Proposed claim amendments for Claim 89 included a recitation of the side arm coming down and extending outward 
from a longitudinally oriented side. Examiner noted that the term "separate"as in Claim 94 is given its broadest 
reasonable interpretation unless clearly and precisely defined in the specification..
